Mrs. Mayme Moore, who 


was dearly loved and 
highly respected by all 
who knew her, was 
eloquently eulogized

“Mother Moore” by hun- 
dreds of men, women and 
children, died last Wed- 
nesday at St. Anthony 
Hospital at the age of 85.

Taxi Cab Meters 
Checked By City 


Columbus taxi cat 
passengers were urgea 
this week to look for a 
round, green seal of ap- 
proval on taxi cabs to in- 
dicate the vehicle has 
passed the annual inspec- 
tion by the Columbus 
Community Services 
Dept.'s office of consumer 
affairs and weights and 
measures. 

Columbus City Sealer 
Stan Dixon reported that 
consumer affairs in- 
vestigators inspected 268 
taxi cabs to verify that 
meters accurately register 
distance travelled.

Dixon said that 268 of 
the 348 cabs licensed by 
the City of Columbus 
showed up for the inspec- 
tion, 

“We have contacted the 
owners of the other 80 
cabs,” Dixon said, “and 
arranged for inspection of 
the 75 operating vehicles 
this week. There are five 
cabs ‘that are not in 
operating conditions and 
on the streets.” 

Dixon said that 59 taxi 
cab meters did not ac- 
Curately reflect the 
measured mile when first 
inspected. He added that 
56 of them subsequently 
returned with satisfactory 
adjustments and three did 
not. 

“Problems encountered 
by the inspectors,” Dixon 
said, ‘‘were either fast 
meters or slow meters. A 
fast mete takes advantage 
of the passenger, while the 
slow meter benefits the 
consumer.” : 

The round, green seal, 
with black 
placed in the lower, right 
hand corner of the wind- 
shield. Inspectors also 
place, Dixon said, a lead 
and wire seal on the front 
or side of the meter. 

He said if consumers 
hire a cab that doesn't 
have either the seal or the 
lead and wire seal they 
should contact the Depart- 
ment of Community Ser- 
vices, 222-7397. He urged 
consumers to report the 
driver's name, license 
number, cab number and 
date, time and location of 
violation.

WASHINGTON — (NBNS) 
- The White House 
announced recently that 
the head of Ethiopia's 
military Government had 
sent “personal  as- 
surances" to President 
Carter that Ethiopian 
forces would neither 
invade neighboring Somlia 
nor interfere in the internal 
affairs of any adjoining 
countries.

Alex Haley sought his 
“roots,” in West Africa. On 
April 18, at 8 p.m., WOSU- 
TV 34 will air the documen- 
tary ‘li Sought My 
Brother,” an examination 
of the experiences of two 
black Americans who 
Sought their roots in the 
jungles of South America. 

Dr. Allen Counter and 
David Evans of Harvard 
University spent. five 
summers in the bush coun- 
try of Surinam (formerly 
Dutch Guiana), living with 
the studying the ap- 
proximately 5000 descen- 
dants of African slaves 
who have maintained a 
peculiarly African lifestyle 
after 300 years in the New 
World. 

Haley will host the show 
and interview Counter and 
Evans. Actor James Earl 
Jones narrates much of the 
documentary footage. 

The bush people, who 
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have remained isolated 
from Western civilization 
for 10 generations, are 
descended from Africans 
of various tribal 


backgrounds who rebelled 


y 


against their Dutch 
masters and withdrew into 
the bush to establish what 
is, in essence, an African 
Sommwniity on American 
soil. ev. 


Counter and Evans ob- 
served that, as remarkable 


as the. isolation of these. 


people may be, their 
lifestyle is now threatened 
by the incoursions of the 
outside world. 

Young villager now 
migrate into the towns of 
Surinam, driven partly by 
dwindling food supplies in 
their bush communities. 

“When the young people 
come back to the villages,” 
said Evans, ‘they bring the 
trivia of the city with them, 
such as abell-bottom 
pants.

Their observations regar- 
ding to future survival of 
the Surinamese bush 
people constitute an im- 
portant part of “I Sought 
My Brother.”

“You can't cost-benefit 
the potential contribution 
that these students can 
make to society over the 
long term,” she said.

As a black and a woman, 
she feels her presence has 
not changed any attitudes 
of the Board members. 

“They already had a 
raised consciousness 
about such problems, 
particularly of blacks,“ she 
said. “Some of -the 
members experienced the 
National Guard of campus 
in-the 70s.” 

She has been 
particularly concerned 
about University admission 
practices for minorities 
and woman. 

“We spent a good deal 
of time interviewing 
various admissions. people 
and representatives from 
the graduate and 
professional schools, 
nursing and allied 
medicine,” she ~ said. 
“There were no easy 
answers to the problems, 
and | think the work of the 
Commission on Women 
and Minorities was an 
offshoot of that.” 

other concerns 

She said the Board's 
occupation with the 
medical practice plan, 
which has taken an 
“inordinate amount of time 
and energy," has 
postponed attending to 
these concerns. 

“| am hopeful the 
commission's report will 
not just be another one left 
Ongihe shelf, that we will 
get back to it,” she said. 
She . cautioned that 
Progress can’t be made in 
an “accusatory at- 
mosphere that puts 
people on the defensive. | 
find myself concerned 
about our professional 
problems but respecting 
my colleagues," she said. 

Two other issues placed 
James in an agonizing 
dilemma where she had to 
juggle her feelings and 
convictions: one, the 
University’s investments in 
corporations dealing with 
South Africa and two, the 
Bakke case. 

“| feel torn apart by the 
feeling that something has 
to be done in South Africa 
and the fact that our 
multinational corporations 
are right out there for 
everyone to see," she said. 

~ “Yet | feel that withdrawing 
our investments from these 
corporations ' would be 
detrimental to our 
educational program. 

. “Students tell me they 
don’t want. scholarship 
money derived from the

blood of our brothers and. « 


sisters in South Africa, but 
those students might not 
be able to come to the 
University if that 
scholarship money were 
not there. 

“Were we to dump our 
stock, someone else would 
certainly pick it up,” she 
said. “The suggestion has 
been made that we ought 
to divest one or two stocks 
as a symbolic gesture. 
That is baloney. Students 
are not asking for 
symbolism. 

“itt pep i divesting 
ourselves of our stock 
would have an impact, that 
we could lead and others 
would follow and solve the 
problems of South Africa, 
then_t.would be willing to 
say, ‘Let's do it.’” 

James said she thinks 
the basis of the Bakke 
case is racist. 

“| am afraid if he wins, 
we will be back to square 
one for blacks and perhaps 
women too,” she said. “To 
say that the current 
generation should not 
have to pay for the 
discriminatory practices of 
previous generations is not 
facing up to the fact that 
this generation is 
discriminating as well,” 
she said. 

Young still discriminating 

“| am talking about 
those in positions of power 
who are in their and 
who are perpetuating the 
old boy network. 

“If in whatever field of 
endeavor, you have to 
respond to particular laws 
and guidelines or your 
resources are going to be 
dried up makes peopie do 
things they thought they 
would never be able to do, 
| can only say, ‘Right on!’ " 

She remarked drily on 
the sudden success of an 
Ohio college in 
“miraculously turning up” 
12 females for its dental 
school when the financial 
pressure was turned on. 

“It's surprising what 
changes can come about 
when justice is tied to 
dollars," she said. 

Although James has 
been active in Shaker 
Heights civic affairs - 
P.T.A., the League of 
Women Voters and many 
other community groups - 
when she became a trustee 
she set about learning how 
to be an effective one. 

She..-attended ~ twice 
yearly conferences and 
seminars of the National 
Association of Governing 
Boards of Colleges and 
Universities where trustees 
meet to exchange 
information. As a result of 
her involvement, she is on 
call to help other new 
trustees of public 
institutions who need help. 

James is also now 
working as a management 
trainee at Medical. Mutual 
of Cleveland, but she says 
she would like to get into 
academic dental hygiene. 
She feels strongly about

Whatever the future 


holds, however, she says 
she always tries’ to do her 
best.

At the national level, 
Fullove noted, there has 
been a 106 percent in- 
crease in electric rates 
over the last 18 months. 

He said it's time for busi- 
nessmen to wake up to the 
fact that they, too, will be 
impacted by the rising 
rates. When the rent and 
utilities are paid, he said, 
there will be no money left 
over for Lazarus. 

Another group that has 


been involved with the 
utilities issue is the 
Welfare Rights Organi- 
zation (WRO). 


The group became in- 
volved in the issue during 
the winter of 1977 when it 
became apparent that 
many ADC mothers would 
have to choose. between 
paying the rent, buying 
food or paying utilities. 

ADC mothers don't get 
their utilities bills paid, ex- 
plained Margaret Willis, 
WRO chairperson. They 
get a utilities allowance 
which does not cover the 
total cost. 

WRO worked with the 
Ohio State Legal Services 
and the Ohioans for Utility 
Reform to oppose a recent 


request for an increase in 
electricity rates 

Although the groups 
were partially successful in 
convincing PUCO that 
small volume users were 
paying a disproportionate 
share of the electricity 
costs, they were 
unable to prevent a rate in- 
“crease of $28 million. 

Sandy Sterrett, coor- 
dinator of Ohioans for 
Utility reform, ° explained 
that the Electric Com=- 
pany’s request was for $45 


1/2_ million, but that the 
PUCO staff recommen- 
dation had been for a rate 
increase of only $3 1/2 
million. 

“PUCO obviously 
doesn't. pay attention to 


what happens in. their 
hearings, even if they are 
given evidence, and facts," 
she said. 

“We showed, and were 
not refuted, that small 
volume electrical users 
paid more than what it cost 
the Electric Company to 
provide them with that ser- 
vice,” she asserted. “They 
acknowledged this, in a 
sense, in that the rate in- 
crease was less for low 
volume users than for 
large volume users. But 
the low volume. users 
should get a decrease.” 

Willis said the WRO was 
considering a utility strike, 
but decided against it 
when CMACAO was given 
a grant to help pédple with 
their utility payments for 
the energy crisis.

Ohio Right to Life 
Society, Inc., a non-profit 
organization was founded 
in the late 1960’s by a 
group of pro-life ‘people 
under the leadership of Dr.

In addition to her prac- 
tice as a general surgeon, 
Dr. Jefferson is an 
assistant clinical professor 
of surgery at Boston 
University Medical Center. 

“The protection of life is 
the most important thing in 
our country today,” she ex- 
plained. “If a nation does 
not understand protecting 
its own survival, that 
nation is simply going out 
of existence,” said Dr. Jef- 
ferson who is-a member of 
the Board of Directors of 
Americans United for Life. 

According to Dr. Jeffer- 
son, a nation that would 
stand by and accept a 
willful attitude of people 
turning against members 
of their own family is in- 
comprehensible. 

“t—cannot—accept- the 
view that society has 
something to gain by being 
willing to justify the 
destruction of people who 
don't have the advantages 
that other people do,” she 
said 


The 50-year-old Dr. Jef- 
ferson feels that abor- 
tionists in the clinics 
across the country have 
done away with more 


people than.200 years of... 


slavery and deaths on 
street corners. 

Dr. Jefferson who holds 
no less than 13 honorary 
degrees, explained that 
“the abortionist is the one 
who carries the abortion 
out, promotes it, enhances 
it, the one who tries to 
pretend that they are not 
promoting abortion but 
just the women's rights to 
choose,” she said. . 

“You're not talking 
about choice, what we're 
talking about is trying to 
force abortion as public 
policy, and demanding the 
acceptance of everyone 
else, making it a private 
decision when it’s what a 
woman and doctor want to 
do, but making it public 
when the time comes to 
pay for it,” she added. 

r. Jefferson who is 
childless, pointed out-that 
“the Right to Life Commit- 
tee has come in five years 
where it took the civil 
rights effort 25 years, but 
this is only the beginning, 
this is just a gearing up for 
the massive effort that is 


necessary to take the 
thrust toward population 
control.”

Student Immunization 
Deadline Is April 17 


Parents who have delayed 
getting immunizations for 
their children” may face 
having their children 
barred from school if they 
do not act soon. 
April 17 is the deadline 
set by the Ohio Depart- 
. Ment of Health for all stud- 
dents to be fully im- 
munized in a new get- 
tough policy that has 
Columbus = school health 
officials scrambling to 
bring records up to date. 
Molly Parsons, health 
services supervisor for the 
school system, said the 
state is forcing them into a 
tougher stance. In the past, 
she said, students were 
given 30 days to comply 
with immunization 
regulations, followed 
several contacts” with: 
parents, before any move 
was made to exclude them 
from school. We have tried 
to work with parents but 


with the more stringent 
state policy, Parsons said 
we -witt ty -have--to 
exclude students from 
school 30 days from entry 
if they are not immunized. 
She said students who 
are not in full compliance 
by April 17 will be out. 
Parsons said they are 
surveying records of all 
students in grades 1-12, a 
monumental task since 
there are only 39 school 
nurses for 1 schools, 
and an average of about 
3700 records for -each 
nurse to review. A par- 
ticular problem is the 14 to 
18-year-old age group, 
since the measles vaccine 
was not required when 
they entered school. 
Parsons said parents of

A Basic RightNow: 


Many of the people who founded 
our nation came here to escape 
governments that oppressed them, 
that limited their personal freedom, 
or thwarted efforts to improve their 
situation. 

From these first beginnings, 
- equality of opportunity and the 
freedom to move from place to place 
or to settle in the place of one’s 
choice has always been among the 
promises of-America. ; 

These promises have contributed 
to the uniqueness of our country and 
they have become part of the way we 
define the American spirit. But for 
many, the promises are still un- 
fulfilled. 

Ten years ago, Congress passed 
and-President- Johnson -signed—into 
law, the 1968 Civil Rights Act. Title 
VIII of that Act has come to be Known 
as the National Fair Housing Law. 
Title Vill makes it unlawful to 
discriminate in the sale, rental or 
financing of just about all of the 
housing marketed in the United 
States. Yet today, a decade after this 
law was enacted, housing 
discrimination is still widespread. 

The denial of equal housing oppor- 
tunity is one of the most serious 
challenges a community can face. It 
is a challenge that must be met and 
surmounted lest it erode the vital 
social structure that holds a com- 
munity together and gives it shape 
and dimension. The need for shelter 
is an essential human need. The right 


“freely to choose a place to live is a 


basic American right. 

Discrimination in housing is not 
only against the law, it is contrary to 
our own sense of what our country 
should mean to us and to others. 

In the past, the Federal Govern- 
‘ment played an active role in en- 
couraging housing discrimination, 
but that has-been changed by the 
passage of laws and the implemen- 
tation of:regulations against 
discrimination. Federal employees 
are now required to act in a manner 
that affirmatively promotes fair 
housing. 

This initial step must be followed 
with like-minded efforts by every 
American. The freedoms that we 
believe-in-and-enjoy-and-benefit-from- 
cannot be secure unless they are 
shared and enjoyed by everyone. As 
long as equal opportunity is deniec 
one person, the promise of equality 
for all will be unfulfilled. 

We should.make ourselves aware 
of the fair housing law and the ways 
in which it applies to us and to our 
communities. There are voluntary 
programs in support of fair housing 
that we can join and support at every 
level in the community and in our 
jobs. There are personal and 
professional attitudes that we can 
and must change. 

These efforts are fair and just and 
necessary if we are to make fair 
housing.a basic right for ourselves 
and our neighbors — Right Now.

The defeat of the Cleveland School 
Board's 9.9 mill levy, was a bitter, 
disappointing pill to. swallow. Ber- 
thina E. Palmer, one of the two Black 
members on the School Board, sum- 
med up the whole voting pattern, 
when she said: “People voted on 
everything but the children.” 

The two people who carried the 
brunt of campaigning for the levy; 
got the most criticism from the’ op- 
ponénts and the disgruntled, were: 
Board president Arnold Pinkney and 
Paul Briggs, Schoo! Superintendent; 

No two persons ever worked har- 
der_to save the schools for the 
children and, got more unjustified 
abuse for their unselfish efforts. 

When you realize that Arnold 
Pinkney does not get any salary for 
serving on the Board of Education, 
yet gives more time to the respon- 
sibilities of the Board of Education 
than to his private insurance 
business, his dedication to the 
school Children of this city can be 
understood.

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Senate Vote Due On 208 | 


208, designed to create new jobs in 
inner cities throughout the state by 
granting tax abatement to new and old industries, 
appears to be on the way to the Senate floor for 
consideration by the 33 members. The measure, now 
known. as Amended S.B. 208, is expected to be given the 
green light this week by the Senate Rules Committee. 

Sponsors of the bill, Sens. William F. Bowen, (D- 
Cincinnati). and M. Morris Jackson (D-Cleveland), feel 
that they will encounter very little opposition when the 
measure is taken up for a vote on the ; 

Jackson, who is Assistant President Pro Tem of the 
Senate and a member of the Rules Committee, indicated 
that he will call for a vote on the bill during a Rules 
Committee meeting this Week. If it gets by this 
committee as he is confident it will, he said it will 
probably be voted on in the Senate the wéek of April 23 
and sent to the House for action. 

. Both lawmakers are also optimistic over the possibility 
of the bill winning approval by the House and 
dispatching it to Gov. James A. Rhodes for signing into 
law before the Legislature's summer recess.

Urban Policy A Missed 
Opportunity © : 


For all of the positives in the Administration's new 
national urban policy, it represents a missed Oppor- 
tunity. In-the works for almost a year, the policy had 
raised expectations. While few people thought the 
result would be on the scale of:an Urban Marshall 
Plan,..most_expected.more._than..was delivered, 

Perhaps the best thing about the policy is its very 
existence. For the first time in-a decade a President 
has identified urban problems as a major national 
problem and tried to do something about them. 

Thus, President Carter has helped focus attention 
on the state of the cities and inaugurated a national 
debate on national urban policy. That in itself is an 
example of leadership-sorely lacking in the 1970s, and 
while we may be disheartened about the scope of the 
policy or about some elements in it, the interest and 
leadership exhibited by the President should be war- 
mly acknowledged. 

And yet, one gets the feeling that while the Ad- 
ministration is committed to helping to solve urban 
problems, it lacks the passion and intensity to convey 
that commitment to the American people. 

The situation faced by many American cities and 
the people who tive-in them is serious. It has a 
profound impact on the entire nation, its economy, its 
well-being, and its future. . 

0 it's not enough to throw a few Dillion extra 
dollars into the pot, add and improve some programs, 
Stir, and present for public consumption. No, the 
problem is serious enough to come up with a program - 
that commits the necessary resources and new 
Program initatives. And in order to impress upon the 
public the sense of urgency required by the problems, 
the policy should have been presented with the ut- 
most passion. Now was the time to go to the South 
Bronx, Hough, or Watts, and not to Caracas. 

As unveiled by the White House, the policy is no 
new crusade for urban America, no New Frontier of 
urban revitalization. It is a blend of programs, old and 
new, large and small, and it represents only the begin- 
ning of the long struggle to preserve urban America. 

It took many billions of dollars of federal’ aid, 
federal tax incentives, and federal loans to endourage 
the movement of jobs and people out of central cities 
to the suburbs. 

A similar commitment is required to restore the 
cities to economic health. But in its first year, the new 
urban policy will commit less than a billion dollars in 
new money for the cities. , 

Even when the tax revenues lost and the cost o 
loans is figured in, the policy will not add significantly 
to the resources available to cities. And once this new 
federal pie is sliced up and served, the amounts 
available to individual distressed cities will be far 
from adequate. 

Perhaps the most important new initiative in the 
Policy is the impact statement requirement for federal 
agencies. They'll have to assess how their policies 
are likely to affect the cities. Since federal policies 
helped drain the cities of their strength, such impact 
Statements could at least halt federally-inflicted 
damage. 

An impact statement should be applied retroactively 

ias well. The Treasury wants to, extend the investment 

tax ‘credit to new structures, which in effect means 
financial encouragement to businesses to move out of. 
the cities and build elsewhere. Meanwhile, the new 
urban policy offers similar tax incentives for business 
to stay or to relocate in the city. Here's an example of 
the government operating at cross-purposes, with one 
step cancelling out another. 

It is clear that the nation needs an Urban Marshall 
Plan for the cities, and anything on a lesser scale is 
not likely to reverse the trend of urban deterioration. 
But the Administration plan offers the hopes of at 
feast arresting that urban decay. And by focusing 
public attention on the problems of the cities, it marks 
: ha pees first step toward a future Urban Marshall 


The President should be commended for commit- 
ting his Administration to take action on the cities. 
Now the Congress has the responsibility to improve 
the new policy and to pass it promptly.

A big issue arose over 
the scanty number of 
blacks in firemen and 
police uniforms in 
Columbus. A federal judge 
heard the pros and cons of 
the matter and issued an 
order that there should be 
a higher percentage of 
blacks in the two services. 

The net result finds the 
two departments still 


looking for blacks to take’ 


the Civil Service 
examinations “AND PASS" 
so that there can be ap- 
pointments to comply with 
the court order. 

Where is. rush to the 
examination? Has the 
black man's_ interest 
waned? According « to 
complaints of the white 
man who has to obey that 
court order, he is virtually 
begging Negroes to take 
the Civil Service tests so 
that he will have a large 
eligible pool from which to 
fill depleting ranks. 

Some rushed in to take 
the examination and 
returned, complaining that 
the tests were too hard, 
and there was an inference 
that they were deliberately 
made difficult to keep 
blacks out of the services. 

All groups took the same 
tests--some passed and 
some failed. There have 
been Civil Service tests 
given with definite tricks to 
weed out blacks, but there 
is another road for travel 
thought in exams of recent 
times. 

‘The black applicants 
have changed in. intel- 
lectual calibre. Blacks with 
high school and college 
training no longer seek 
those blue collar jobs like 
they had to in years past. 

Some years ago, a 
college trained black could 
not find emplo t and 


— turned to any Civil Service 


job obtainable to make a 
living. Theynow._havea 
chance to -move on to 
other fields more in 
keeping with their 
training. So the available 
“labor ranks “for potentiats 
to pass the examinations 
comes up short. 

Recruits for the police 
and firefnen ranks are now 
skimpish. The court spoke 
its piece. What can the 
services do about it? Civil 
Service has to give tests 
that bring out the better 
prepared men and make 
no exceptions. 

So where does the whole 
matter stand?

The best 
example of the true 
attitude of blacks and their 
taking advantage of a 
solution to their problems 
came during the school 
integration court sessions.

era veteran, who, like so 
many, indeed, too many of 


my fellows, has been 
victimized by the 
haphazard, politically 
manipulated federal 
programs ostensibly 


designed to aid men and 
women who, for whatever 
reason, have been forcec 
into the ever increasing 
ranks of the unemployed 
and the underemployed. 

It was announced during 
:the spring of last year that 
jobs for Vietnam-era 
veterans would be 

enerated through the 
ederally funded CETA 
program, Having been 
without employment for 
almost-six»-months; -+ 
dutifully went to the Ohic 
Bureau of Employmeni 
Services (OBES) tc 
“register for the program. T'” 
is unnecessary here tc 
dwell on the maddeninc 
frustration one had tc 
endure during the 
registration process. 

| was notified by OBES 
that there was an opening 
available with the Cleve- 
land Landmarks Com- 
mission that required the 
skills and training | 
possess, My interview with 
Mr. John Cimperman, 
director of the Landmarks 
Commission, on July 7, 
1977; proved fruitful and 
Mr. Cimperman generated 
the. paperwork necessary 
for my hiring. However, he 
informed me that he was 
still awaiting word of fund 
availability and a move to 
larger office space. | was 
told that it would be about 
two weeks before anything 
would happen and that 
another gentleman, who 
had been slated for the 
one other’ available 
opening had already been 
waiting two weeks. It is 
unknown to me whether or 
not the other position was, 
in fact, filled. Inquiries two 
weeks later, and then a 
month later resulted in the 
same replies-no word from 
the personnel office. inter- 
mittent inquiries during the 
months of August and 
September produced the 
same results, as did 4a 
personal visit with Mr. 
Cimperman in October. 

1 -was able to—address 
this problem to Mr. Gary 
Kucinich, my ward council- 
man, in November, while 
he was canvassing my 
neighborhood on behalf of 
his brother’s mayoral 
campaign, then in 
progress, Upon presenting 
the situafion to him, | was 
informed that the city 
administration. then in 
power was in the practice 
of diverting CETA funds tc 
the city's eral coffers 
and that this practice was 
quite legal due to a “loop. 
hole” in the law governing 
CETA funds (a city 
administration could 
petition a district office in 
Chicago to divert the funds 
to other uses). 

The legality of this mani- 
pulation” has since been 
called— into serious 
question, Mr. Kucinich 
promised to look into the 
‘matter and the following 
day | received a call from 
Mr. Cimperman who could 
‘only reiterate what he had 
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been telling me all along- 
no word or action from the 
personnel office. 


Two attempts to 
ascertain the nature of the 
problem. through a 
personal visit to the 
personne! office proved 
futile. Nc one seemed’ to 
know what | was talking 
about. (1 was referred back 
to the Landmarks Com- 
mission office who could 
only direct me back to 
personnel). Early in 
December,” a number of 
phone calls elicited the 
fact that the funds for 
the Landmarks positions 
were available and had 
been available. 

The informant, a city 
employee, asked to remain 
anonymous for reasons 
only he can explain. A 
subsequent trip to the 
personnel office achieved 
some results when | was 
able- to. speak _with...Ms. 
Irene Marrow. Her investi- 
gation found that all of my 
paperwork was in. order 
indeed, had tong been in 
order and reposing in the 
personnel office. Ms 
Marrow informed me that it 
was just a matter of the 
personnel director, Mr. Jef 
Fox, seeing Mayo: 
Kucinich and. obtainince 
approval to consummate 
the hiring process. Ms. 
Marrow had expressed 
corifidence that | would (or 
should) be working by the 
New Year. Yet, a call to Ms. 
Marrow revealed no 
progress whatever two 
weeks later and nothing 
has been heard by myself 
since. | have persevered 
for seven months now and 
have watched as my debts 
have become more and 
more imposing if not insur- 
mountable and all | have to 
show for it is a burgeoning 
debt load and ever 
diminishing means to cope 
with it. 

1 am confident that mine 
is not a unique experience 
and the angry desperation 
it has given rise to has 
more than enough 
company in this society. 
Unfortunately, | am not at 
all confident in the ability 
of this society, as it is 
now. ‘structured, to resolve 
the crisis we all now face 
without resorting to 
measures only hinted at in 
the desperate acts of Mark 
Essex, Corey Moore and 
Ashby Leach, to name only 
three examples.

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The recent controversy. 
over the impact of energy 
policy on blacks and the 
poor should serve to remind 
all of us that, although the 
severe implications of the 
energy crisis are clear, the 
proper responses to the 
crisis_are far less obvious. 

As co-chair of the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus , 


Energy Subcommittee, | am well aware that historically, 
energy abundance has gone hand in hand with econ mic 
expansion. We have only to look at the effects of this 
winter's coal strike and blizzards to realize that our 
economy depends on an assured supply of energy. 


Yet is is a mistake to assume that an emphasis on con- 
trolled prices and conservation automatically will have a 
disastrous effect on black unemployment and energy 
supplies. 

The national energy plan stresses conservation and 
controls but it also stresses development of alternative 
energy sources which can increase suppfies, provide 
jobs and shield the poor from economic harm. 

Sometimes it is overlooked that our present energy 
policies are having a disastrous economic effect. We are 
forced to import nearly half of all the crude oil we use, 
representing-a cash drain on our economy of $45 billion 
per year. As the cost of imported energy rises, the 
burden of high prices falls disproportionately on blacks 
and the poor. 

This is why it makes sense to choose conservation and 
the development of alternative energy sources as a way 
out of the energy maze. Instead of trying to pump in- 
creasing amounts of oil and gas out of the ground, we 
must face the fact that sooner or later they will be de- 
pleted. 

Solar energy, wind energy and other natural, renew- 
able sources do exist. Using new technologies, the 
development of non-conventional energy sources can 
provide much of the nation's needs at only a fraction of 
the huge capital outlays necessary for oil exploration. By 
creating jobs in new fields, the labor market will be 
opened to new groups of. workers. 

Similarly, energy “conservation is not automatically 
linked to slower economic growth. Conservation means 
eliminating waste and recognizing that our resources 
are limited. As an example, consider the fact that three- 
fourths of the poor have no storm windows or doors and 
half have no insulation. An effective weatherization pro- 
gram has the potential to. provide jobs as well as save 
energy. 

Ths is typical of the way in which conservation pro- 
grams would benefit the economy. According to the 
American institute of Architects, for instance, a com- 
prehensive. program for new and existing buildings 
could create 565 thousand to 1.3 million jobs per year for 
each of the next 12' years. 

The need for jobs and the need for energy can be 
reconciled, if we are pragmatic and Tlexible. This means 
that we cannot sacrifice growth for fossil energy, or jobs 
for OPEC oil. 

_Ititis true that_our national energy policy is “the moral 
equivalent of war,” unfortunately it also is true that until 
now black and low-income families have been major 
Casualties, their participation limited to~beating -t 
burdens of energy prices. It is time for their interests and 
concerns to be reflected in the formation of energy 
policy, and not just on the front lines of the battlefields.

dergo before entering a 
village, and an exciting 
funeral in which everyone 
in the village participates. 

The funeral, and what it 
reveals about the society, 
is a highlight of the film. In 
the ceremony, the corpse 
is borne throughout the 
village, supposedly in- 
dicating villagers who are 
not sufficiently remorseful. 
A villager so identified 
must contribute gifts to 
satisfy the spirit of the 
departed. This rite serves 
as catharsis, ventilating all 
the repressed il! wilt-in the 
village.

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Bobby Womack's Pieces 
(Columbia, JC-35803) 
features the background 
voices of Brandye, in ad- 
dition to David Ruffin, 
Candi Staton, and Michael 
Henderson, and is pro- 
duced by Don Davis under 
the general supervision of 
Eli._Fontaine.
